Proposals for concrete action 
against possible State College 
tuition and ill-concealed hostility 
against the Reagan administra- 
tion highlighted yesterday’s 
meeting on the tuition issue. 

Richard Kimbell, head of a 
special Associated Students com- 
mittee on tuition, outlined 
possible action that could be taken 
by students and faculty of Sac- 
ramento State and other State 
Colleges against the tuition plan. 

Kimball suggested student 
government could serve as a 
resource to help students co- 
ordinate the following activities: 

(1) a program of mass mail- 
ing to legislators and other state 
officers, 

(2) student and faculty visits 
to community groups to explain 
the consequences of tuition and 
urge them totake action express- 
ing support of free higher educa- 
tion, 


Be Represented 


On 19 Faculty Committees 


As a result of a recent de- 
cision by the College Council, the 
faculty elected legislative body, 
two students will now be seated 
on each of the 19 faculty commit- 
tees, starting this Spring semes- 
ter. The committees which cover 
most facets of campus planning 
and operation, will still be subject 
to approval by the council. 

According to its report, the 
council considers this action im- 
portant in providing a beginning 
for the student voice to be heard. 
The group is continuing to cor- 
sider granting official student 
representation with voting power 
to its membership. 


Kit Oase, SSC student body 
president, said the decision rep- 
resents the success of a two- 
year-old student drive for addi- 
tional representation in campus 
policy matters. He added that the 
eventual goal is to achieve student 
membership and voting rights on 
the council itself. 

Oase also added that the deci- 
sion ‘‘has additional significance 
because it furthers the develop- 
ment of an academic community 
where students, faculty and ad- 
ministrators can discuss freely 
and frankly their aspirations for 
the college.’’

Servomation Duchess, a national food service corporation, was 
introduced to SSC January 3, This new food service is headed by Cecil 
Sala, consultant and manager on campus, Sala was with the University 
of California Medical Center of San Francisco for seven years. 


Servomation is here to serve 
the students and Sala stressed 
his personal interest in the stu- 
dents and their well being. His 
prime goal is better food for the 
students, Changes include hot food 
at checked temperatures, more 
appetizing presentation of food, 
more variety, better quality food, 
and Sala ‘table hopping’’ for stu- 
dent opinions, There will be no 
increase in prices unless it is 
absolutely necessary but either 
way the quality of the food will 
not be sacrificed, ‘‘We want to 
make it as homey to eat in the 
cafeteria as possible,’’ Sala ex- 
plained, 

Other differences will be new 
recipes and decorations for holi- 
days, Sala enjoys working with 
the students and has had little 
trouble recruiting committees to 
help decorate his cafeterias for 
special days, His office is open 
to students and he will even give 
a tour to those who wish one, 
He hopes to learn which foods the 


students enjoy eating and to serve 
dishes accordingly. 

Sala likened his changes to 
the slow process of turning atwo 
lane highway into a freeway, It 
took two or three years for him 
to get what he wanted at the 
University of California in SF but 
it was worth it, The students pe- 
titioned to try to keep him from 
leaving. 

Servomation signed afour year 
contract with SSC which either 
party can cancel on 90 days notice, 
Dr, Thomas I, Gunn, Executive 
Director of the Foundation, stat- 
ed his support and belief in the 
new cafeteria administration 
and even expressed the hope that 
in the not too distant future 
SSC could join the majority of the 
college campuses and supply 
three meals a day for the resi- 
dent students, ‘‘I think that we 
could do it at a considerable 
savings to the student and provide 
a much better diet for 40 or 
50 cents a day more.”

(3) a program of speakers 
coming to the campus to bring 
information and in turn learn 
more of students’ views on the 
tuition question. Kimball here 
gave the example of inviting a 
speaker from Governor Reagan’s 
office, 

(4) a community on the pros 
and cons of tuition, 

(5) solicitation of funds from 
sympathetic individuals and 
groups for use in advertising 
and education of the tuition issue, 

(6) contacting legislators and 
personally emphasising to them 
opposition of students and faculty 
to tuition and 

(7) circulating petitions simi- 
lar to that one already signed 
by 200 members of Draper resi- 
dence Hall, 

Cards were passed out 
on which the students present 
at the meeting could indicate 
which projects they were inter- 
ested in, Student government will 
be in charge of seeing that stu- 
dents are connected with other 
students interested in the same 
anti-tuition activity. 


Associated Students Vice 
President Lee Ritchey mentioned 
some of the steps being taken on 
other State College campuses, 
including a rally at Long Beach 
State which drew 4,000 students 
earlier this week, 

Ritchey also noted that the 
California State College Student 
Presidents are trying — unsuc- 
cessfully so far — to arrange 
a meeting with Governor Reagan. 

AS President Kit Oase report- 
ed that next Wednesday student 
presidents will meet to discuss 
questions left unanswered at a 
meeting of the State College 
Board of Trustees earlier this 
week, 

Oase emphasized that the stu- 
dent leaders of th State College 
campuses are maintaining com- 
munication in order to establish 
a framework through which to 
inform the state’s citizens of 
the consequences of imposing 
tuition, 

The remarks of the two stu- 
dent leaders were prefaced by 
faculty statements on the extent 
of the educational crisis being 
caused by possible tuition and

FACULTY EVALUATIONS IN PROGRESS; 
STUDENTS RATE PROFS, COURSES 


Over 37,000 questionaires 
have been sent out to over 1200 
classes at Sacramento State Col- 
lege this week for students to an- 
swer in evaluation of the teachers 
and courses in which they are 
presently enrolled, Even more 
than last years 70-80 per cent 
faculty participation is expected 
for this second year of evalu- 
ations program, said Evaluation 
chairman Kingsley Lunden. 

The primary aim of the eval- 
uation is to provide some guide- 
line for students when selecting 
clases for the fall semester, 
The results are not intended to 
be used as a yardstick to rate 
the efficiency of any particular 
teacher or course, but rather as 
an indication to the student of 
what is expected of a course be- 
fore enrollment, 

Questions are specifically 
aimed to view the workload, grad- 
ing procedure, teacher’s ability 
to hold the attention and interest 
of the class, and recommenda- 
bility of the teacher by present 
students, 

The program was completely 
revised from last years and in- 
cludes a more extensive sur- 
vey of student opinion, 


FINAL EXAMINATION SCHEDULE 


In November the evaluations 
committee polled faculty mem- 
bers on the efficiency of last 
year’s initial program and the 
opinions expressed were taken 
into consideration in the develop- 
ment of the system this year. 

Most prevelant of the com- 
ments by the teachers polled was 
that the methods of evaluation 
used in last year’s survey was 
too general in scope and many 
of the questions asked were un- 
answerable by one word, Longer 
answers are thusly used in this 
years questionaire so that stu- 
dents will know exactly what he 
is saying and be able to res- 
pond more accurately. 

Suggestions of improvement by 
the faculty also included the re- 
vision of the amount of questions 
aSked, Revision and extension 
of the limited number of ques- 
tions in last year’s poll was ex- 
panded into thirty-five, 

Instead of the rating system 
last year, this year’s survey in- 
cludes more representative ques- 
tions which will allow the poll- 
sters to know more about the 
students doing the evaluating.

"WOYZECK’ DRAMA TO START 


WED. IN LITTLE THEATRE 


“Woyzeck” will begin a four 
day run starting Wednesday, Jan- 
uary 18, thru Saturday, January 
21, at 8:30 pm in the Outdoor 
Theatre. 

Written by Georgi Buechner 
in 1837 and directed by Rob- 
ert Magee for his Masters proj- 
ect, the play is in the avant- 
garde tradition and remained un- 
finished at the time of the author’s 
death, Woyzeck and Marie, his 
mistress, are the central and 
most ‘‘believable’’ characters, 
while the others are mostly gro- 
tesque, The plot centers around 
the Drum Major’s seduction of 
Marie which is followed by Woy- 
zeck’s discovery of her infidel- 
ity. He confronts her with that 
infidelity and the action culmin- 
ates in Woyzeck’s murder of Ma- 
rie and his own drowning. 

It is essentially a situation 
where the many interchangeable 
passages accumulate into a mon- 
tage of the hero’s situation, while 
the plot presents the hero’s de- 
veloping consciousness of the 
situation, Woyzeck’s temperment 
is nervous and excitable, which 
means that he and not others in 

his situation, is driven to mur- 
der. This does not negate the fact 
that the environment, and not 
he, is responsible for the mur- 
der. It merely means that we

Reagan Plan Opposition 





BOD VOICES DISFAVOR; 
REAFFIRMS RESOLUTION 


Unconditional opposition to 
Governor Ronald Reagan’s tenta- 
tive proposal for tuition in the 
State Colleges was expressed by 
the Board of Direcors Wed- 
nesday. 

The student leaders unani- 
mously adoped and reaffirmed 
resolutions against tuition and 
for increased alloeations to the 
state colleges, which were passed 
last week end by the California 
State College Student Presidents’ 
Association, 

A special committee on tuition 
was formed by the BOD to exa- 
mine ways and means in which 
the student government of the 
College can serve as a coordin- 
ating body for campus groups and 
individuals wishing to take con- 
crete action expressing dissent 
from the tuition proposal. 

Richard Kimball, social sci- 
ence representative, was ap- 
pointed to head the committee. 
BOD members John Sutter, Lois 
Lippert and Kathy Ryan are as- 
sisting Kimball, 

This committee will report 
back to the BOD at a special 
meeting called for today at 3:30 
pm in the Student Lounge. 

According to BOD Chairman 
Lee Ritchey, student government 
can best coordinate any cam- 
paign on the campus against the 
tuition proposal, He added, how- 
ever, that the BOD is not neces- 
sarily attempting to dictate the 
direction of students’ efforts or 
to claim leadership of the move- 
ment, 

The resulution adopted by 
CSCSPA and the BOD on the 
budget reads as follows: 

WHEREAS: Enrollments of the 
California State College have in- 
creased more than 70% since the 
implementation of the Master 
Plan for Higher Education; and 

WHEREAS: There is a pro- 
jected enrollment increase of 
17,000 students in the State Col- 
lege and University systems dur - 
ing the next academic year; and 

WHEREAS: Any decrease in 
the budget allocation to the Calif- 
ornia State Colleges would be 
detrimental to the quality of ed- 
ucation in California; and 

WHEREAS: The California 
electorate indicated its continued 
support of the concept of tax 
supported higher education in 
California on November 8, 1966, 
in passing the $230 million Bond 
Act for Higher Education (Prop- 
osition 2); and 

WHEREAS: Any _ reduction 
would be diametrically opposed 
to the principle of providing a 
place for every qualified appli- 
cant in the California State Col- 
leges; and 

WHEREAS: There have been 
indications of a possible reduc- 
tion in the budget of California 
State Colleges for the fiscal year 
1967; therefore; be it 

RESOLVED: That the Calif- 
ornia State College Student Pres- 


ident’s Association hereby urge 
the Governor and the Legislature 
of the State of California that the 
budget of the California State Col- 
leges be sufficiently increased 
in order to continue to meet the 
expanding educational demands of 
the people of California as de- 
signed in the Master Plan for 
Higher Education for the Calif- 
ornia State Colleges, are urged 
by the people of California, and 
adopted in 1960, 

The BOD also endorsed the 
CSCSPA statement in which that 
group stated they were ‘‘unalter- 
ably opposed to any form of 
tuition or any changes which 
violate the philosophy of free 
public higher education in the 
State of California, as stated 
in the Master Plan for Higher 
Education,’”’ 

The statement went on to read, 
“The students of the California 
State Colleges are pledged to an 
intensive program of action di- 
rected to the citizens of Calif- 
ornia and especially to our el- 
ected representatives to ensure 
this philosophy is maintained,’’

“As far as I know at this 
time, Governor Reagan-has made 
a grave mistake in his plans to 
cut the budget,’’ said Assembly- 
man Albert Rodda in a recent 
Hornet interview. 

Rodda felt that Governor Rea- 
gan would not be able to continue 
with California’s present ac- 
ademic standards and growth by 
cutting the budget and raising the 
tuition, 

“His proposal was not well 
thought out,’’ continued Rodda, 
“1 don’t think he foresaw all the 
implications,’’ One of the most 
significant implications — that 
Rodda could see at this time, is 
that it would force students down 
into the junior colleges and con- 
sequently this would increase the 
property taxes and he has indi- 
cated that he wants to cut property 
taxes, ‘‘Furthermore, the state 
would have to provide more funds 
for the junior colleges which are 
at a minimal outlay now,” said 
Rodda. ‘‘California can just not 
afford to cut the budget in the 
field of education,”’ 

Assembly Speaker Jesse M. 
Unruh, the capital’s most 
powerful Democrat, carefully 
walked a middle line on the con- 
troversy whether tuition charges 
should be levied in California’s 


public higher education for 
the first time, 

Unruh stated Wednesday that 
he wouldn’t rule out imposing 


tuition this year, but would pre- 
fer that it would be put off until 
1969, 

Unruh stressed, ‘‘I have not 
taken a hardnosed stand’’ on the 
controversy. He noted that there 
is no final decision on the propos- 
al yet, but ‘‘We don’t fleat trial 
balloons without some serious- 
ness. It’s fair for people to 
shoot these balloons down if they 
so choose,”’ 

But, the speaker said, “I don’t 
want to close the door’’ to a 1967 
tuition charge, Reagan, he reiter- 
ated, ‘‘is entitled to a full and 
fair hearing of his proposals 


Unruh said imposing tuition 
simply to help balance the bud- 
get ‘“‘can be put in no other 
way than a tax on education...” 

Assemblyman Edwin Z’berg 
stressed that he was definitely

opposed to any attempt to raise 
tuition, 

‘Tuition should be as free 
as possible in the State of Cal- 
ifornia.’’ said Z’berg. A budget 
that limits is not providing what 
the peoole need, ‘‘Last year’s 
budget was not overly abundant 
to begin with, and I don’t feel 
that the state can cut the budget 
in the field of Education,’’ said 
Z’berg. 

Mel Riddle, Assistant to Min- 
ority Leader Monagan, said that 
Monagan is for tuition, but on 
the other hand he hopes to see 
a greater liberalization of grants 
and scholarships. Riddle point- 
ed out that Governor Reagan has 
done a survey among colleges 
that do charge tuition and has 
found that they were not curtail- 
ing funds as has been suggested, 


This would do away with the 
professional student, said Riddle, 
There would be a greater charge 
for a smaller amount of units. 

However, if proposed, he felt 
that it would have a difficult 
time passing because most legis- 
lators have colleges in their dis- 
tricts and consequently are per- 
sonally touched by it. 

‘I really feel that more em- 
phasis was placed on this than 
should have been, The press 
jumped the gun on it before 
getting all the facts,.’’ 

From Lt. Governor Finch’s 
office a legislative aid, Char- 
les McKenny, said that all the 
furor that has been created is 
unfortunate because it seems to 
be arising out of a misunder- 
standing. ‘‘One must understand 
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that the Constitution does require 
that the budget be balanced,”’ 
emphasized McKenny. However, 
on the other hand, California 
has some of the best colleges in 
the country and shouldn’t do any- 
thing to defeat this quality. Stu- 
dents should not be kept from 
school because of a tuition hike, 
said McKenny. 

Hopefully, stressed McKenny, 
the bill will be drawn up with 
substantial loan provisions,

cuts in the State College budget, 
Faculty jibes against the Reagan 
administration drew enthusiastic 
applause from the student audi- 
ence, 

Receiving the warmest re- 
Sponse was Alex Garber, associ- 
ate professor of sociology, as 
he charged the Reagan adminis- 
tration with “gross irresponsi- 
bility’’ in handling of the tuition 
matter, 


Garber recalled that Reagan 
had treated lightly first reports 
of the tuition proposal printed in 
the Los Angeles Times, 

At that time the Governor 
called tuition a ‘‘bogey man’’ 
created by the academy, and on 
another occasion referred to tui- 
tion as a “‘punitive measure”’ in- 
tended to keep radicals from com- 
ing to state supported institutions 
for purposes other than seeking 
an education. 

Garber also reminded the au- 
dience that Reagan had spoken of 
educators anxious over possible 
tuition as ‘‘chicken littles who 
thought the sky was falling,’’ 

But Garber was not solicit- 
ing laughs when he pointed out 
that from 17,500 to 23,000 stu- 
dents are being ‘‘left in limbo’’ 
by the announcement from Chan- 
cellor Dumke’s office that in- 
coming students will not be pro- 
cessed until the financial situa- 
tion of the State Colleges be- 
comes clearer, 

Garber pointed out that the 
$213 million budget sought by 
the State College Board of Trus- 
tees would come to little more 
than 50 per cent per student 
of what is allocated for Uni- 
versity students, 

A cut in this budget to either 
$189 million or even $170 as 
proposed by the Governor’s of- 
fice would necessitate a mori- 
torium on new faculty and a de- 
lay in the replacement vacant 
teaching positions. 

Garber argued that the effort 
to maintain ‘‘quality education” 
by employing a ‘‘users’ tax’’ 
(tuition) does not relieve taxa- 
tion but merely shifts the burden 
of taxation to the student, an 
individual with earning capacity 
at a minimum, 

Garber charged that the 
“greatest burden’’ of the tuition 
plan would fall on those already 
in college and racial and ethnic 
minorities, 

Minority group students, Gar- 
ber contended, would not be able 
to take full advantage of an ex- 
panded scholarship program 
which would be ‘‘thighly discrim- 
inatory’’ since students from the 
most deprived segments of so- 
ciety would not be scholastically 
eligible for scholarships in many 
cases, 

Garber characterized student 
loans, also mentioned by Reagan 
as a means to mitigate tuition 
burdens, as ‘“‘no more than a gim- 
mick in which state indebtedness 
is transferred to student in- 
debtedness,’’ 

Garber predicted that the tui- 
tion issue is so burning it will 
unify each of the State College

campuses and each of the ele- 
ments on the campuses, 

Marcus R. Tool, professor of 
economics, echoed many of Gar- 
ber’s opinions, speaking both as 
an SSC faculty member and as 
State president of the Associaiton 
of California State College Pro 
fessors, 

Tool read a press release of 
that group, entitled ‘‘Governor 
Reagan’s Proposed Destruction of 
the ‘Creative Society’ in Califor- 
nia,”’ 

In that statement the ACSCP 
States that ‘“‘the Governor pro- 
poses that this most critical 
and most precious resource, well 
educated and trained manpower, 
is now to be severely crippled 
by an ill considered, unnecessary 
and unwarranted attempt to re- 
duce state expenditures by impos- 
ing tuition and gutting the budg- 
ets of higher education,’’ 

The statement went on. ‘‘Per- 
haps Reagan is not aware of 
the fact that a majority of stu- 
dents in public higher education 
are now working to put them- 
selves through college, Appar- 
ently, he is unaware of the fact 
that self-support is one of the 
characteristics of today’s stue 
dents.”’ 

‘It is curious to find crass 
class legislation originating with 
an administration purporting to 
represent all the people of Cal- 
ifornia,’”’ the release said, 

The report and Tool went onto 
charge that ‘‘Contrary to the now 
popular view, California is not 
poverty stricken; there isnoevi- 
dential basis for the new Gover- 
nor’s ‘‘poor mouth”’ attitudes to- 
ward the obligations which the 
State has properly undertaken

maintain its growth and develop- 
ment by continuing and expanding 
its programs of essentially free 
public education through the col- 
legiate level,’’ 

The report also charged 
“There is a basic contradiction 
in the Governor’s expressed con- 
cern for the burden of taxes, 
on the one hand, and his oppo- 
Sition to income tax withholding, 
which would ease the burden, on 
the other.” 

The report ends with emphasis 
on some dismal facts: 

“A recent study for the CSC 
Academic Senate demonstrates 
clearly that the support lev- 
els for State College students, 
programs, sibraries, and faculty 
are already so meager that quai- 
ity education is now in serious 
jeopardy. Confronted with this 
fact, the Reagan Administration 
now proposes to cut an already 
meager budget by 10 per cent 
in the quest for a ‘‘Creative 
Society.’’ 

For an estimated 17,000 addi- 
tional students next fall, the State 
Colleges must recruit more than 
700 additional faculty members, 
At least three hundred positions 
remain unfilled from last year. 
These budget cuts will make it 
impossible to hire any additional 
faculty, The uncertainties over 
financing initiated by Reagan have 
already impaired the ability of the 
colleges even to secure replace- 
ment faculty for the vacancies 
that now exist.”’

Gym, Sonoma State, coached by 
Bob Donlan, is in its first year 
of competition in the F WC but the 
Cossacks aren’t quite the push- 
over they were expected to be. 
In last week’s opener against UC 
Davis, the Cossacks played the 
Aggies right down to the wire 
before finally losing 60-55. John 
Walker is leading Sonoma State 
— and the FWC—+in scoring with 
54 points in two games for a 
27-0 average. 

In tomorrow night’: game, 
the Hornets will take on an im- 
proved Humboldt State squad. 
The ’Jacks are 6-3 overall and 
1-1 in FWC play, having lost 
to UC Davis 60-55 and beaten 
Chico State 65-64. Dick Dowl- 
ing, a 5-9 senior guard and one 
of the top scorers in the con- 
ference, is the ‘Jacks’ leading 
scorer. Last Friday, against Chi- 
co State, he pumped in 34 points 
to spark the win. 

Ev Shelton’s Hornets, who 
have lacked a consistent pivot- 
man, are eagerly awaiting the 
eligibility of 6-7 Norm Seifkin. 
Seifkin, a former high school 
star at Encina, has been working 
out with the team all year but 
won’t be eligible until the spring 
semester because he transferred 
here from Utah State last year 
and had to sit out a year. 

Shelton will start the same 
lineup tonight against Sonoma 
State that he did last weekend 
against Nevada.

To Be Developed In New Class 


Modern technology plus as- 
tute planning at Sacramento State 
College have answered the prayer 
of Scotch poet Robert Burns and 
provided students with ‘“‘the 
power to see themselves as oth- 
ers see them.” 

This is important for busi- 
ness administration students who 
plan to be salesmen, sales execu- 
tives, and top officials in govern- 
ment and business where success 
depends largely on one’s personal 
effectiveness in presenting him- 
self and his company in compet- 
itive situations, say Dr, Willard 
Thompson and Professor Ralph 
Yoder who teach the courses in 
salesmanship aided by closed 
circuit TV and video tape. 


The purpose of the salesman- 
ship course, according to Dr, 
Thompson, who completed his 
doctorate at N.Y.U. in 1953 and 


wrote the book, ‘‘Salesmanship; 





Concepts, Management and Strat- 
egy,’’ upon which the course is 
based, is to make students adept 


in the art of persuasive commun- | 


ication and knowledgeable of how 
it applied in business, govern- 
ment and everyday life, Most 
students who take salesmanship 
become professional salesmen 
and ultimately sales executives 
for manufactured goods, insur- 
ance, real estate, securities or 
officials in business and govern- 
ment whose positions require 
them to meet the public. 

Professor Yoder, a former 
marketing executive and sales 
trainer, now working on his doc- 
torate in business administration 
at Arizona State College, 
observes that college graduates 
of today who desire careers as 
salesmen find a ready market 
for their services plv oppor- 
tunities for top earnings and 
rapid advancement.
